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Introduction 



This document covers the data terms used in the Apprentices and trainees: March quarter 2010 
publication and its associated data tables. The primary purpose of this document is to assist users 
of the publication to understand the specific data terms used within it. 

Terms that appear in the publication are listed in alphabetical order with the following 
information provided for each: 

V Definition: a brief explanation of the term 

V Classification categories: defined categories that apply to each term are listed where applicable 

V Source: a description of the source of this information, including details of any calculations or 
derivations 

Unless stated otherwise, all data are sourced from the National Apprentice and Trainee 
Collection. The National Apprentice and Trainee Collection is an administrative collection 
governed by the Australian Vocational Education and Training Management Information Statistical 
Standard: The Standard for New Apprenticeships— Release 6.0 (AVETMISS Release 6.0), which is 
available at NCVER’s website: <http://www.ncver.edu.au>. References to the applicable field 
definitions within AVETMISS Release 6.0, which further define the data collected, are provided 
in the ‘Source’ section. 

Terms and acronyms which have a broader vocational education and training (VET) application 
have not been included in this document.

Age The age of the apprentice/trainee at key points in the training 

contract, such as commencement and completion. It is 
generally reported in age ranges. 



Cancellations and The number of apprenticeship/traineeship training contracts 

withdrawals that have been terminated prior to successful completion in a 

given period. 

Cancellation and withdrawal figures also include contracts 
which have been transferred due to change in employer. 
'Transferred' is a new contract status, which was historically 
reported as a cancellation or withdrawal. To date, the 
'transferred 1 contract status has only been used in Victoria 
and has a low base use. As the use of this contract status 
progresses in the future, alternative reporting arrangements 
will be implemented. 

Commencements The number of apprenticeship/traineeship training contracts 

that started in a given period. 



Completions The number of apprenticeship/traineeship training contracts 

that were successfully completed in a given period. 



Contract status Refers to the key stages within the life of an 

apprenticeship/traineeship training contract. 



Existing worker Indicates whether an apprentice/trainee was employed by 

their current employer continuously for more than three 
months full-time (or 12 months part-time/casual) prior to 
commencing their training contract.

Full-time status Indicates whether a training contract is being undertaken on a 

full-time or part-time employment basis. 

Full-time apprentices/trainees are those whose working hours 
(including the training component) are not less than the usual 
hours for a full-time employee in that occupation. 

Industry skills councils Industry skills councils represent particular industries and 
groups of training packages. 

See appendix A for a complete list of training packages 
grouped by industry skills councils. 



In-training The number of apprenticeship/traineeship training contracts 

where the apprentice/trainee is actively training under the 
terms of their contract at a given point in time. 



Non-trades Occupations that are not classified as technicians and trade 

workers. Occupations are classified using the Australian and 
New Zealand Standard Classification of Occupations 
(ANZSCO). See definition for occupation.

The AQF is a unified system of national qualifications in 
schools, vocational education and training (TAFE institutes 
and private providers) and the higher education sector 
(mainly universities).

Seasonal adjustment 


Refers to a mathematical model used in time series data to 
smooth out fluctuations attributable to seasonal influences. 

For this publication, data are adjusted using X-1 1 -ARIMA 
methodology and then are 7-point Flenderson smoothed.
